According to the latest report from 
Washington the total in the hands of 
farmers edded to the visable s apply in 
the United States was a little less than 
150.0G0.000, and it is a moderate estimate 
that two-thirds of that will be required 
for domestic feed and seed daring the 
four months that precede the close of 
June, which is the earliest possible date 
on which new wheat oan be need here, 
aud then not in large quantity.

practically none on hand, the bins of 
farmers and elevators Deiog swept bare 
to a degree of severity never before 
known.

The quarrel of tho boys wAs 
assumed by the men and a general fight 
ensued.

police stations. The roadway was thronged 
w ith 20,000 rioters, who surged toward 
the United States and British consulates. 
When the situation became alarming 300 
soldiers from the neighboring barracks ap­ 
peared upon the scene, but tneir presence 
served only to excite the derision of the 
mob. 
Undeterred by the soldiers the gates 
of the United States and Bri ish consulates 
were assaulted and the British consulate 
burned—the

barely 
escaping 
with his life by climbing over a rear fence.

consuls, 
with their families, effected their escape 
and reached a mail steamer which had just 
arrived, just in time to evade the fury of 
the rioters, who were in hot pursuit.

S prixgftld, 111., March 22.—A resolu­ 
tion was introduced in the House Thursday 
Horning by Mr. Stinson and unanimously 
adopted, requesting that the Governor fu r­ 
nish the Home for its information a copy 
of the additional report of the trustees of 
the Southern Hospital for the Insane a t 
Ana. 
This resolution created considerable com­ 
ment and is understood as a mild thrust at 
the secretary of the State Board of Char­ 
ities. 
Mr. McLaughlin’s bill to compel corpor­ 
ations, companies, or persons employing 
ten or more persons, whoso wages are less 
than $11 per month, to pay at least semi­ 
monthly, was read a second time, and the 
committee amendments were adopted. 
Mr. Lester secured unanimous consent to 
all Tip his bill making April 80, 18S9, tho 
one hundredth anniversary of the inaugur­ 
ation of George Washington, a legal holi­ 
day. 
Ordered to third reading. 
Mr. Fowler’s bill amending tho revenue 
law in regard to the time of redemption 
wa*; read a .second time. 
A motion to 
strike out the enacting clause of the bill on 
tho ground that tho high rate of interest 
must be retained if purchasers were to be 
found for tax titles was defeated. 
Tho bill, as finally ordered to third read ­ 
ing, provides as follows: Real property 
may be redeemed at any time before the 
expiration of two years from the dato of 
sale by payment to tho County Clerk for 
tho property, counting the amount for 
w Inch tho land was sold and 8 per cent 
thereon if redeemed at any time before tho 
expiration of six months from tho day of 
sale; if between six and twelve months, IO 
per cent; if between twelve and eighteen 
months, 21 per cent; and if between eight­ 
een months And two years, 32 per cent 
on the amount for which the same was 
sold. 
The person redeeming shall also pay 
the amount of all taxes and special assess­ 
ments accruing after such sale with 8 per 
cent, interest thereon from the day of pay­ 
ment, unless such subsequent tax or special 
assessment has been paid by or on behalf of 
the jierson for whose benefit the redemption 
was made and not by tho purchaser a t tho 
tax sale or his assignees, 
lf the roal 
property of any minor heir, Idiot, or in­ 
sane person be sold for non-payment of 
taxes or special assessments, tho samo 
may lie redeemed at any time after sale 
and liefure tho expiration of one year after 
such disability bo removed upon tho terms 
specified iii this section aud tho payment of 
8 per cent per annum on tho amount for 
which tho same was sold from and after 
tho expiration of two years from date of 
.sale, which redemption may bo rnado as 
by themselves or by any jierson in their 
behalf.” 
Mr. Faddock’s bill to fix the time within 
which an execution may issue on ft. ju d g ­ 
ment of a justice of tho peace was ordered 
to third reading. 
The bill provides thai 
executions shall be allowed to issue upon a 
judgm ent of a justice of tho peace at any 
time within seven years next after the 
rendition thereof, and not afterward, pro­ 
vided no execution shall issuo within tho 
first twenty days after rendition, except 
upon oath as now required by law. 
A suit 
may bo brought upon a judgm ent Of a 
justice of tho peace at any timo tvithin ton 
years next after tho rendition thereof, and 
not afterward. 
The bill presented by tho committee on 
labor to empower all clashes of mechanics, 
journeymen, tradesmen, and laborers to 
form associations for their m utual aid, 
benefit, and protection was ordered to a 
third reading without amendment. 
Iii tho Senate the vote was reconsidered 
by which tho Senate refused to order a 
third reading of Senator Thomas’ bill per­ 
m itting all but throe trustees of any educa­ 
tional institution to bo non-residents of tho 
State, and it was ordered to a third fead- 
ing without objection. 
Senator Johns’ election bill was taken up 
as a special order ou second reading and by 
a voto of 32 to 2 was ordered to a third 
reading. 
The Senate resumed consideration of tho 
general appropriation bill and Senator 
Shuinanway offered an amendment appro­ 
priating $4, IOO for purchasing an electric 
light dynamo for the State house. Amend­ 
ment adopted. 
Bills were introduced as follows: By Mr. 
McDonald, re-enacting the old law making 
saloon bills amounting to over 50 cents un- 
collectable; by Mr. Johnson, to secure the 
paym ent of fees to justices of tho peace 
and constables in criminal cases; by Mr. 
W ashburn, amending the law in relation to 
county mutual life-stock insurance compan- 
ies by limiting the num l*r of directors to 
nine and changing the time of holding an­ 
nual mootings.

When it is remembered that tho J 
whole of tho Times’ case centers on Pigott, I 
that the genuineness of the letters stands ; 
or falls on his statement and his credibility, 
it will be understood how important in tho 
case his character was. 
The evidence in 
tho fogeries trial brought everything finally 
to Pigott. 
He furnished the letters with­ 
out telling where he got tnem. 
Ho was 
the man who was paid, and whose sole 
guaranty was taken. The men from whom 
ho claimed to receive them arc dead and 
missing. 
Ho stood alone. 
Tho corrobora­ 
tive evidence which the Times expected to 
give is the testimony of the experts on 
penmanship, but in the faco of Pigott’s 
confession it may not be presented at all. 
A comparison of a genuine Parnell letter 
with one of those given' by Pigott shows 
the signatures look aliko on a casual in­ 
spection, but—and the point is a strange 
one—a short inspection will show the dif­ 
ference. 
Composite photographs of the 
alleged signatures and tho real Parnell 
writing have been made, and a vital and 
fatal difference has been found in tho for­ 
mation of the letter “r. ”

He was 
cursing the men that took his money 
and his horse. He refused to go to bed 
and after about five minutes be left. He 
oame back a moment later but still re­ 
fused to go to bed, being much excited 
about the loss of his horse.

the last witness saw of bim alive.

that lime he had been drinking some bot 
did not stagger. 
He was thirty years of 
age and unmarried.

charge of the horse and buggy until the 
next day. 
Suspected foul play as soon 
as this was known, not thinking that his 
brother woald stay so long away from his 
horse especially when drinking

ring on the finger of the dead man was 
one presented by a friend on the Sunday 
night before the disappearance. On the 
Monday night he also had with him a 
silver watch and cham. 
Officer McGmley testified that be saw 
Malone lat-t on Monday night, December 
3d, near Anderson’s barber shop. Abont 
half-past two witness heard three ones 
for help that seetntd to come from the 
west side of the river, somewhere near 
the upper end cf the race. Thought at 
fiist that it W( s a fire. The last call was 
net as loud as the others. 
Witners 
the ugbt it "locked like the seme boller 
each tim e.” 
William H . Cert eau testified that Ma­ 
lone came to bis house Monday night 
and wanted a bcd, bot was told that the 
house was fall. Called for drinks, and 
said he bad no money, bat would pay 
f or the rn the next time be came in. 
Dr. Henry Palmer was examined as to 
the condition of the body. 
The body 
was that of a person apparently abont 
thirty-eight years of age, weighing one 
hundred and forty ponnds. 
It was 
dressed in a dark gray overcoat, purple 
tricot coat, vest and pants, a light shirt, 
dotted with red and blue triangular 
spots, cotton undershirt and drawers, a 
light purple necktie, and congress gai­ 
ter shoes. 
The body had been under 
water for some time, and decomposition 
was well advanced. No evidence of in­ 
jury could be determined from the ex­ 
amination. Contusions or injuries of a 
singular nature could not be detected 
on account of 
decomposition; 
but 
there were no outs or wounds. The 
most definite indication that death re­ 
sulted from drowning was that gravel 
was still clutched in the right hand, it* 
being evident that there bad been mus­ 
cular action while in the water. Noth­ 
ing positive as to the cause of death 
oould be told on account of the condition 
of the body. Everything wont to show 
that the body had been in the water sev­ 
eral months, the hair and moustache 
readily rubbing off when toadied by the 
hand.

An adjourned meeting of the oommon 
counoil was held last evening at which 
His Honor, Mayor Winans, presided, all 
the aldermen being present at the roll 
call except Alda. Hanthorn, Judd, Mc­ 
Lean, and Norris. 
The regular order of business was dis­ 
pensed with. 
Ald. Baker stated that Mr. John B . 
Myers desired to address the oouuoil in 
relation to some tax matters, and there be 
mg no objections Mr. Myers was grant­ 
ed permission to speak. 
Mr. Myers stated that the Myers es 
tate paid abont §1,900 in taxes; that it 
was customary heretofore for the treas­ 
urer to notify them when the tex was to 
be paid, bat this year that notification 
had failed to reach Mrs. Myers, who bad 
oliarge of the estate, and in consequence 
a penalty of §110 had been charged and 
paid, and he thought it no more than 
right that the Connell should remit this 
penalty. 
On motion of Ald. Smith the matter 
was referred to the finance committee. 
Ald. McLean took bis seat. 
The clerk read a petition from resident 
owners of property on Myrtle street, first 
ward, asking the connoil to cause certain 
pprtions of that afreet to be vacated. 
Referred to the first ward aldermen and 
the city attorney.

Ald. Baker inquired what action the 
fire and water commute bad taken re­ 
garding placing water pressure gangues 
in the engine houses, so that the fire de­ 
partment oould tell what pressure theta 
was on the water mains.

A party of gentlemen sat together in the 
rotunda of one of the Chicago hotels the 
other day. 
At some distance from them, 
leaning against the news counter of a cigar 
stand, there stood a brand new srold- 
headed cane. 
Nobody seemed to pay the 
least attention to the cane. 
But this state 
of affairs was not destined to re main J so 
long. 
A stray gold-headed cane without a 
claimant! Had anybody heard the like of 
it before? 
A spruce, natty-looking man soon stepped 
up to the cigar case. 
He looked around 
and carelessly surveyed his surroundings. 
Then he slowly backed up to the news­ 
stand. 
He fumbled behind hun and smiled. 
He had picked up the ownerless gold­ 
headed cane. 
Wjiir-r-r-r — pssst — flin g —ling, ling, 
ling 11 Bang! 
The ^ane was instantly dropped, and the 
group in the rotunda roared with laughter. 
A crowd soon collected around the hapless, 
natty gentleman.

To say that he was as­ 
tonished is putting it mildly.

This alarm attachment is a new device 
which it is intended will effectually baffle 
hereafter the indiscriminate picking up by 
expert fiends of umbrellas, canes, walking 
sticks, and the like.
